SuBJECT; “AUDUBON” 


This highly-rated documentary film in color was 
produced by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
for Intertel and is a treat to witness. The subject of 
course is John James Audubon, the peerless Ameri- 
can artist-naturalist (1785-1851) whose legacy to 
the world of natural history is beyond compare. 

Tracing an adventuresome, dedicated, yet check- 
ered career, which was often beset by vicissitudes 
that would have given a lesser man pause to reflect, 
the film was photographed in a host of places which 
Audubon actually visited, lived in, or explored, all of 
which gives a solid ring of authority to this film. 
Haiti, France, the states of Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
along the Mississippi, and to faraway Edinburgh (to 
mention but some) are explored, and there is more 
than average excitement when there are cinematic 
shots of his ornithological paintings juxtaposed with 
the actual living birds. Much of the voice-under com- 
mentary is taken directly from Audubon’s own lively 
and literate journals. The total upshot is a motion 
picture highly recommended. It is interesting to note 
that Audubon warned that many species of birds 
would become extinct in the American forests as 
they were cut and he foresaw the depletion of the 
wild bison on the North American continent. 

A suggestion is to examine the Audubon exhibit 
adjacent the Morrison Auditorium before enjoying 
the film. These will be moments well spent. 

Three screenings as indicated and your member- 
ship card is your admission. For the matinee per- 
formance, present it to the door attendant at the 
entrance to Cowell Hall only. You will be asked to 
show it once again at the auditorium entrance. For 
the evening meetings, ingress is at both the main 
entrance, Cowell Hall, and the rear Planetarium en- 
trance off Middle Drive.
